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Public urges council to reject 
town centre traffic flow plans 


TOWN councillors are to carry on negotiating over 
proposals to reconfigure Dorchester’s town centre 
roads. 

Council leader Trevor Jones warned that if the coun¬ 
cil rejected the controversial proposals outright the 
town would lose millions of pounds of investment. 

At a meeting of the town council planning commit¬ 
tee on Monday night members of the public called for 
outright rejection of the £5million county council pro¬ 
posals. Hundreds came to listen to the debate with 
more than 20 invited to have their say. 

Objectors argued that it made no sense to simply 
move traffic from High West and High East Street to 
residential streets such as Great Western Road, Corn¬ 
wall Road, Princes Street and Darners Road. 

There was also criticism of plans to reverse the traf¬ 
fic flow in Colliton Street and the effects that would 
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have on roads around North Square. Others were con¬ 
cerned that the proposals would “cut off’ Brewery 
Square, the Market and South Rail Station from the 
town centre. 

Several spoke of the need to reduce traffic levels in 
the town centre and find ways of encouraging mo¬ 
torists to use the bypass. The police were criticised for 
failing to stop HGVs using the town centre as a 
through route. 

“If you kill this tonight the money will go for a gen¬ 
eration and if the money goes nothing at all will be 
done,” said Councillor Trevor Jones, responding to 


calls from the public to abandon the plans. 

He said: “All we are asking is for a few months to 
come up with something better.. .we need a chance to 
knock this into shape.” 

In a proposal written before the meeting planning 
committee members voted to support the principles 
behind the scheme, to reduce traffic levels in High 
West and High East Streets, and to carry on negotiat¬ 
ing with the county council to come up with a scheme 
which reduced town centre traffic without having a 
detrimental effect on residential roads. 

Public speakers were critical of the scheme’s pro¬ 
posals which they said would simply increase the

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TALK to almost anyone about walking in the 
Dorchester area and the name of Sue Blake will al¬ 
most certainly be mentioned. 

Sue has long been associated with not only the 
Ramblers but the West Line Rail Walks and the 
Strollers. She was a key player in setting up the 
Jubilee Trail across the county and has champi¬ 
oned rights of access for walkers across Dorset. 

But she might equally be mentioned for her 
work with the Access group, at the County Library, 
with Unison, as a member of the Friends of the 
West Station or the many years she and her late 
husband, Phil, spent working for the Methodist 
Church. 

It is no surprise that earlier in the year she was 
awarded a British Empire Medal for her commu¬ 
nity involvement, especially for her passion of en¬ 
couraging others to enjoy the countryside by 
walking, or walking through Dorchester with the 
Strollers as a means of getting some gentle exer¬ 
cise. 

The list of organisations which Mrs Blake has 
been involved with seems almost endless - others 
of note include the Dorset Archaeological Com¬ 
mittee and the Dorchester Area Partnership, 
membership secretary of the Colliton Club - not 
to mention a spell as parish clerk at Broadmayne 
and as an officer of the Dorset Branch of the Soci¬ 
ety of Local Councils Clerks. 

She was born in a village outside Oxford where 
her passion for walking in the countryside was 
nurtured and came to Dorset in 1960 when her 
husband, then fiancee, was transferred from Har¬ 
well to Winfrith. 

Sue herself transferred to Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil. They both lived separately, in digs, until they 
married, moving into their home on the Manor 
Park estate in July 1961, where Sue still lives 
today. 


• WHAT did you think of Dorchester when you first 
arrived? 

It was strange because we would walk down South 
Street and see the same people we used to see in 
Abingdon or other towns near Harwell, so many other 
people we used to know up there had been transferred 
to Winfrith at the time. 

Dorchester was then, and still is, a friendly town where 
people would readily stop and talk, but it was easier for 
us because of our involvement in the church. 

In those days there were few places to go in the 
evenings if you didn't want to go to a pub so people 
often ended up at our home playing Monopoly or 
Whist. We tended to make our own entertainment. 



• WHEN did you renew your passion for walking? 

We were too busy with the church and everything else 
for many years so there was no time for walking but in 
1986 I spotted a programme of walks put up in the li¬ 
brary by the Casterbridge Ramblers and persuaded a 
friend to come along with me. 

Within a year I was programmes secretary, which I did 
for 11 years, and also started leading walks on Saturdays 
or Sundays. I also joined the Ramblers in the late 80s 
and became area membership secretary and also pub¬ 
licity officer for Dorset. 

It was while I was on the Area Council we formed a sub- 
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committee and organised the Jubilee Trail working to¬ 
gether with all four groups to complete the 90 miles 
from Forde Abbey to Bockerley Dyke. 

• YOU are now more involved with The Strollers, 
the Dorchester group which encourages people to 
walk to keep fit. How did that come about? 

I was looking for something to do when I retired in 2003 
and said that I would lead a few walks but since then 
it's grown and I seem to have taken on a range of other 
tasks as well, apart from co-ordinating all the walks. 

• APART from the walking what have you done, or 
do you do, to keep your mind active? 

I've completed an Open University degree and studied 
law and economics at Weymouth College. I also like to 
try and complete a crossword every day and I like to 
read, mostly fairly light fiction. I'm a bit of a John 
Buchan buff and have even visited his grave. He was 
very similar to my father in law in many respects. I also 
like music and tend to have Classic FM on all day. 

• DOES TV or cinema interest you? 

Yes, I've been to the cinema about five times in the last 
couple of weeks. I've recently seen "Philomena", "Saving 
Mr Banks", "Last Chance"and "The Butler". 

I don't seem to find time to watch TV when pro¬ 
grammes are on but I like to record things which I am 
interested in. I quite like CSI. 

• AND if you were abandoned on a desert island 
and could choose someone to have with you, who 
would it be? 

Someone with survival skills, like Bear Grylls; someone 
who would take charge like Margaret Thatcher who 
would also be interesting to talk to and possibly some¬ 
one who has a wide knowledge of the natural work like 
Chris Packham. If I was on an island I would miss the 
British countryside, books and a radio and if I couldn't 
take my iPad I would have to try and take some jigsaw 
puzzles and crosswords.

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Decision time for buses 


A DECISION is being made today, Wednes¬ 
day, December 4th, about the future of the 
county’s bus services. 

Under original proposals to save £850,000 a 
year in subsidies many weekend and evening 
services, especially to villages, would have 
been cut. 

But after public consultation county council¬ 
lors have changed some of their proposals - 
including saving some at-threat Dorchester 
services. 

More than a thousand individuals wrote to 
the county council about the cuts - many 
warning of rural isolation and difficulty in get¬ 
ting to work or going out to meet family and 
friends, especially at weekends. The council 
also received ten petitions opposing the cuts. 

The Dorchester services which look likely to 
be saved are the Monday to Saturday routes 
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1,2 and 6. Other routes being re-examined in¬ 
clude the X53, from Lyme Regis through Brid- 
port to Weymouth. 

Councillor Hilary Cox, Cabinet member for 
environment, said: “We are carefully consid¬ 
ering all the responses we have received, and 
looking at all the options available. We aim to 
ensure no community will be cut off or left 
without a service that currently has a service.” 

The county council needs to save £850,000 
from its £2.8 million bus subsidy budget by 
April caused by the Government cutting its 
subsidy for public transport to local councils. 

County councillors have been told that “pos¬ 
itive discussions” were taking place with local 
bus companies to find workable solutions, and 


that the possibility of developing more com¬ 
munity transport schemes was being investi¬ 
gated. 

Councillor Cox added: “Some very useful 
suggestions have been made which we will 
take into account wherever possible in the final 
recommendations 

“In the current financial climate, we must en¬ 
sure that we achieve value for money for the 
Dorset taxpayers. This review is not something 
we have undertaken lightly, and we fully un¬ 
derstand that some bus services offer a lifeline 
to residents without transport of their own. But 
there are ways of dealing with the potential for 
rural isolation other than a bus. 

“We are listening to what people have said, 
and are working hard to come up with some 
options that deal with the need and provide 
value for money for taxpayers.”

length of some cross¬ 
town journeys, increasing 
pollution and moving it to 
roads where people lived 
and children walked to 
school. 

“This scheme does noth¬ 
ing to remove traffic from 
the town - it simply 
moves it around within 
the town... It’s the same 
amount of vehicles travel¬ 


ling further and longer,” 
said Russell Adcock. 

Rick Birley, who had 
been involved in organis¬ 
ing the original protest 
meeting, asked planners 
to remember that towns 
are for people, not cars. 

“It is about time we con¬ 
sidered the needs of peo¬ 
ple first, not cars. We 
need a radical new mind¬ 
set...this plan doesn’t ad- 
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dress the fundamental 
problem at all.” 

Simon Dinage said he 
found it “galling to be told 
that only one part of the 
town is in need of protect¬ 
ing,” and that residential 
roads would be sacrificed 
for the sake of the high 
streets. 

His view was echoed by 
Alan Rowley from the 
Dorchester Civic Society: 
“We support the objec¬ 
tives, but this has too 
many losers and not 
enough winners.” 

Chief engineer for high¬ 
way improvements Tim 
Norman told the audience 


that the council couldn’t 
“magic away” the cars 
and was unable to build 
significant extra capacity 
in the town. 

He said one of the ad¬ 
vantages of the proposals 
was that they could be 
tried and reversed if they 
were found not to be 
working. He made a 
pledge to carry on listen¬ 
ing to people’s views and 
to look at changes to the 
scheme. 

“This is not a ‘done- 
deal’. We are here to lis¬ 
ten... we do recognise 
there is a lack of trust and 
that people believe we

First aid duo spring into 
action at football game

A DORCHESTER St John 
Ambulance volunteer and 
two doctors from the 
county hospital helped 
save an elderly man who 
suffered a heart attack at a 
Bournemouth football 
game. 

Pam West was the first 
aid charity’s duty officer at 
the match and rushed to 
the incident with fellow St 
John Ambulance volun¬ 
teers Julie Lane and David 
Wray-Cook. 

They found the patient in 
cardiac arrest and moved 
him to a safe, flat area, 
away from the crowd, be¬ 
fore Pam gave life-saving 
chest compressions to try 
and get his heart going. 
Meanwhile Julie called for 
assistance from NHS para¬ 
medics who were also at 
the game. 

“Having been involved 
in a successful resuscita¬ 
tion outside of the hospital 
setting leaves you feeling 
good and all the training 
and hard work is worth it,” 
said Pam, who works as a 
paediatric sister at Dorset 
County Hospital. 

“I have not been in¬ 
volved with an adult car¬ 
diac arrest for a few years 
but I was able to transfer 
my paediatric skills to the 
adult patient, with an ex¬ 
cellent result.” 


The first aiders were also 
assisted by Dr Phil 
Parslow, a consultant pae¬ 
diatrician who works with 
Pam at Dorset County 
Hospital and was acting as 
crowd doctor at the match, 
alongside his colleague, Dr 
Mike Masding. 

“It’s been a long while 
since I resuscitated an 
adult, too,” said Phil. 

“For me, being in an un¬ 
familiar situation, it was 
great having Pam there, 
who I am used to working 
with in caring for very sick 
patients - although usually 
they are much younger.” 

The volunteers continued 


helping the patient and as¬ 
sisted paramedics once 
NHS staff arrived, after a 
few minutes. 

Phil added: “We had a 
great team on the day - the 
St John Ambulance crew, 
NHS paramedics, my fel¬ 
low crowd doctor, Dr Mas- 
ding and me. 

“Everyone played a vital 
role in saving the man’s 
life.” 

For information on how

It was taken from the trenches of Arras in north¬ 
ern France by 17-year-old British soldier Private 
Cecil Roughton in 1916, who picked it and pressed 
it flat between the pages of his notebook. 

It was later given to the daughter of a neighbour 
by the soldier and is believed to be the oldest 
Poppy in the country.

HORSE owners in the Dorchester 
area took advance of a free tack 
marking session and crime preven¬ 
tion advice at Scats Country store, 
Dorchester on Saturday, Novem¬ 
ber 30th.

& Piercing with Linda 


Body Piercing - A Recent Fashion Fad? Actually Steeped In History and 
Tradition. 

Some may consider body piercing as a self-imposed rite of passage, 
where the body represents a canvas, a space to mix and match physical and 
cultural elements, attempting to define who or what you are. 

Circa 1976, punk culture barged into lives of the reserved British with a 
bang. Revelling in disrespect for accepted behaviour or tradition, punks 
Pwent about ranting against the predictable world of their elders. Besides in¬ 
sulting the Crown, they heaped abuse on nuclear energy, the economy, 
working practices and the media. Liberally covering themselves in tattoos 
depicting their thoughts and attitudes, they re-invented body piercing in 
its crudest form, using safety pins, studs and rings to adorn their noses, 
eyebrows, lips and cheeks. 

Some 35 years on, the punks have created a loyal, up-market following. 
Top models, sporting personalities, pop and showbiz stars push up their 
profiles with body art and piercings. The young and also not-so-youthful 
citizens have appropriated once'underground'practices to enter into a 
trendy, mainstream element largely accepted today. 

Let us look at a few popular piercings and how they evolved historically. 

Nostril and Septum - many cultures have documented evidence of this 
practice globally, for example, tribesmen in the Amazon regions and New 
Guinea. Their piercings are enhanced with traditional signature adorn¬ 
ments such as feathers, bone, wood and even stone. 

Eyebrow - evidence shows that this piercing was adapted from religious 
practice, such as theThaipusam festival of the Hindu. 

Tongue - this popular piercing was originally practiced in bloodletting 
ceremonies of the ancient Mayan cultures. Although considered a tempo¬ 
rary venture for the Mayans, their priestesses wore a permanent bone 
tongue adornment. Today, many people, including dentists would question 
the wisdom of tongue piercing. Health risks and complications recorded in¬ 
clude nerve damage, numbness at site of piercing, drooling and altered 
speech, damaged sense of taste, damage to teeth, even swallowing and 
risk of infection due to unsterile practices. 

Lip/labret - Often to be found portrayed in National Geo¬ 
graphic publications, with pictures of the large lip plates of

the Sufa and other tribes-people, such as the Acha of Eastern Paraguay. On 
a less dramatic scale, these piercings have progressed into western body 
art, the poles and plates of the original wearers now replaced with labret 
studs and lip rings. 

Cheek/'Jaguar Whiskers' - cheek piercing was a temporary exercise, a rit¬ 
ual performed during certain middle-Eastern Ceremonies, but has also 
been documented as a permanent piercing in areas ranging from Alaska to 
the tip of South America. Today's fashion is for the labret studs and (rarely) 
plugs to be worn in cheek piercings, the latter known in South America as 
'Jaguar Whiskers'. 

The navel - this piercing was once a greatly revered mark of Egyptian roy¬ 
alty and denied to commoners. Today the navel piercing, adorned with jew¬ 
ellery, is one of the most popular. 

Earlobe/cartilage - The ear is the most popular of today's piercing sites, 
recognised worldwide. However placement and style of jewellery is very 
varied, progressing around the ear, a site unique to each individual and 
providing a site for a wide variety of piercings. 

So what should you consider before your first - actually before any pierc¬ 
ing? 

1. Piercing can inflict permanent damage if not done correctly. 

2. DIY piercing is dangerous and the internet does not have all the an¬ 
swers. 

What does the law say about piercing? 

An Act of Parliament states that all piercing practitioners must be licensed 
by their local authority, for both the premises and the person carrying out 
the piercing. If these licenses are not displayed, ask to see them! 

Practitioners must be competent and possess evidence of their training 
and qualifications; their studios must be insured for public liability and 
treatment risk. They must have a clinical waste and disposal procedure 
through a licensed provider and also a fully functioning and certificated 
method of equipment sterilisation. 

They must be qualified in First Aid or have a qualified 1 st-Aider on site 
when carrying out piercings and finally have access to hot and cold run¬ 
ning water for hand washing in the piercing room.

In the UK, The British School of Body Piercing (BSBP) is recognised as the 
prime provider of training, practitioner registration etc. 4 

The BSBP does not allow piercing on anyone under the age of 14 years - 
so no babies or small children. 14-16 year olds must be accompanied by a 
parent/guardian who must sign a form of consent and be present through¬ 
out the procedure. Over 16's whilst treated as an adult, must produce 
photo identification and proof of date of birth if any doubts arise as to age. 

You should - 

Always be given advice on the aftercare of your piercing and have easy 
access to your practitioner for consultation and assistance. 

Always ask questions, look around, speak to other people about their ex¬ 
perience, be confident before you go ahead that your practitioner knows 
and practices the very highest standards of sterilisation and hygiene. 

Think about the risks - if practitioner's procedures or premises appear not 
to conform with accepted practices, then there may be a risk of blood- 
borne or other infection. The practitioner should never treat you without 
wearing disposable gloves. 

You should - 

Take good note that if your practitioner states that in his of her profes¬ 
sional judgement a good piercing cannot be achieved, accept and act on 
that advice. 

You should not- 

Have a piercing whilst acting on peer pressure or just to please your 
friends 

You should - 

Make your own decision - it is your rite 
of passage and when completed look 
after your piercing, follow the advice your 
practitioner gives you and enjoy it.

Sauage Meat Stuffing 

Cook time: 

Prep 15 min. 25 min, minimum baking time. 
Cook it for 2-3 hours if filling it into the cavity 
of a turkey 

Ingredients: 

1 tsp butter, heaped 

1 small onion, diced 

1 eating apples 

225 g pork sausage meat 

100 g fresh white breadcrumbs 

1 sprig thyme, leaves removed 

1 pinches grated nutmeg 

2 tbsp chopped parsley 
0.5 lemons, juice 

Method: 

Heat the butter in a saucepan. Add the onions 
and soften over a low heat without colouring. 
Stir in the apples and continue cooking until 
they are just beginning to lose their shape. Re¬ 
move the pan from the heat and set aside to 
cool. 

Stir in the sausage meat, breadcrumbs, thyme, 
nutmeg and parsley. Squeeze in the lemon 
juice and beat well for about a minute to 
blend everything together. 

Use this stuffing to fill a turkey before roast¬ 
ing, or you can bake it separately in an oven¬ 
proof dish. Bake at 180C/gas4 for about 25 
minutes and serve hot with roast meat.

FESTIVE MENU 
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How to roast turkey perfectly 


A generous smear of butter and 
a few onions are all that are 
necessary in this easy recipe. 

Ingredients: 

100g/3!/2Oz butter, softened 
2 tsp sea salt 

2 tsp freshly ground black pep¬ 
per 

4.5kg/10lb turkey, with giblets 
removed and cavity wiped 
clean 

3 large onions, halved 
Method: 

The bird should be prepared 
the night before. Mix the butter 
with the salt and freshly ground 
black pepper, then season the 
cavity of the bird. 

Rub the butter mix all over 
the turkey. Fold a large piece of 
greaseproof paper to double 
thickness and lay over the 
breast to protect it during the 
cooking. 

Leave it in the fridge 
overnight. 

On the day you wish to serve 
the bird heat the oven to 


220C/430F/Gas 7. 

Take the turkey out of the 
fridge and allow it to come to 
room temperature while the 
oven is heating up. 

Put the onions in a large 
roasting tray. Put the turkey on 
a trivet or wire rack in the tray. 

Pour one cup of boiling water 
into the cavity of the bird and 
seal with a skewer. Pour two 
cups of boiling water into the 
bottom of the tin, then cover 
the whole thing with two layers 
of foil, making sure it is well 
sealed around the edges. 

Cook for 20 minutes, then 
reduce the temperature to 
200C/400F/Gas 
6. 

After V /2 
hours, remove 
the foil and 
greaseproof 
paper. 

Cook for a fur¬ 
ther 40 minutes 
and don't open 
the oven door 
until the cook¬ 


ing time is up. 

To test whether the turkey is 
cooked, insert a skewer or knife 
blade into the point where the 
thigh joins the breast-the juice 
should run clear. 

If it is pink, cook it for another 
20 minutes and test again. 
Leave the turkey to rest in a 
warm place for at least 15 min¬ 
utes before carving. 

Strain the juice from the bot¬ 
tom of the tin into a large jug - 
the fat will rise to the top, leav¬ 
ing the aromatic turkey and 
onion beneath. 

Skim off the fat use the juices 
to make a gravy or serve as it is.

Shared forensic services 
to save police £2million 


POLICE forces in the 
South West stand to 
save £2million in a 
year by sharing foren¬ 
sic services. 

Within five years the 
combined savings 
could be more than 
£6.5million. 

The collaboration 
programme, led by 
Dorset Police, was 
given the green light 
at a South West re¬ 
gional meeting of Po¬ 
lice and Crime 
Commissioners and 
Chief Constables. 

The first phase of the 
scheme will involve 
Fingerprint Bureaux, 
Chemical Enhance¬ 
ment Laboratories 
and Forensic Submis¬ 
sions Units. 

Dorset's Chief Con¬ 
stable Debbie Simp¬ 
son said: "Today's 
meeting is an impor¬ 
tant development for 
regional coloration 
and will help all five 
forces work toward a 
more efficient and ef¬ 
fective forensic serv¬ 


ice provision. 

"In the coming 
months we will en¬ 
gage with all forensic 
staff across the five 
force areas to ensure 
that the best possible 
service is provided in 
the South West while 
also identifying the 
required savings." 

The decision to col¬ 
laborate follows sev¬ 
eral months of 
negotiation between 
the forces in an effort 
to reduce budgets 
and increase effi¬ 
ciency for the future. 
It will mean forces 
sharing systems and 
services and adopting 
a similar process to 
inter force systems al¬ 
ready in place in other 
parts of the UK. 

Dorset Police and 
Crime Commissioner 
Martyn Underhill said: 
"This is another exam¬ 
ple of collaboration in 
the South West, 
achieving improved 
service delivery at a 
reduced cost."

Shipwreck subject of talk 

THE battle to save a 17th century shipwreck will be 
told at the county museum this week. 

Dave Parham, a Senior Lecturer in Marine Archae¬ 
ology at Bournemouth University, is leading a team to 
save as much of the Swash Channel wreck as possible. 

He will be telling the story of the wreck and the at¬ 
tempt to save it this Friday, December 6th at 7pm as 
part of the museum’s archaeology lectures series. 

A Bournemouth University marine archaeology team 
has been studying the wreck since 2006 but are now 
so concerned at the rate of deterioration that they have 
decided to raise and preserve part of the hull. 

The 40 metre long 400-year-old vessel lies in approx¬ 
imately seven metres of water next to the Swash Chan¬ 
nel in the approaches to Poole Harbour. 

The wreck includes ornately carved timbers, the ear¬ 
liest still in existence in Britain, but as the sands shift 
and expose the timbers to the air, they are literally 
being eaten away by bacteria and tunnelling ship- 
worms. 

The plan is to remove some of the timbers and pre¬ 
serve them, whilst reburying the rest. It is not possible 
to cover up the entire wreck as it would create a ship¬ 
ping hazard in a busy channel. Once preserved, the re¬ 
mains will go on display in Poole Museum. 

The talk is free of charge but a donation of £3 is en¬ 
couraged to cover costs. Doors open at 7pm and the 
talk will commence at 7.30pm. 


Be careful with candles 

HOUSE fires which started with a candle result in 
around 350 casualties across Dorset each year. 

The county's Fire and Rescue Service is asking 
people to take extra care with candles this winter 
- as many use them to add a warm glow to an 
evening in or add some festive cheer to the sea¬ 
son's celebrations such as Diwali and Christmas. 

The service says taking care where candles are 
placed, away from flammable materials, is an ob¬ 
vious precaution but remind that lives can be 
saved by having a working smoke alarm.

1. Materials 

A GOOD quality snooker cue will generally be made 
from two basic materials, ash for the shaft section and 
then Ebony (or in some cases Rosewood) for the butt 
section. But there are other options like a maple shaft 
and exotic woods in the butt. Be aware that cheaper 
cues on the market may not have a spliced butt section 
at all but use overlays or decals. 

2. Joint Position 

There are three main types of snooker cue. 1 piece 
snooker cues are simply that, 1 solid piece of cue with 
no joint at all. The other two types are both in effect 2 
piece cues as they have a joint positioned somewhere 
along the length. 2 piece cues are centre-jointed and 
have the joint across the shaft section. 3/4 cues have 
the joint positioned across the butt section. The three 
main joint positions do tend to offer a different hit or 
feel so try before you buy if feel is important. 

3. The Tip 

Most snooker cues come supplied with a brass ferrule 
(the metal ring at the top) and stick-on leather cue tip 
at9.5mm-10mm diametre.This is a standard size opted 
for by most players and cue makers. Smaller and larger 
sizes are available and again offer different perform¬ 
ance but in most cases would carry an additional 
charge. Try to steer clear of screw-in tips because they 
do not offer the consistency or flexibility of a stick on 
tip. Stick-on tips are available in a wide variety of styles,

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hardness grades and price brackets which can make a 
big difference to your performance. 

4. The Design 

To many of our customers design is a very important 
factor to consider when buying a snooker cue. I always 
like to make it clear however that the design of the butt 
section will not affect the playing characteristics of the 
cue, it is simply decoration. The only other point I would 
make is that this is relevant to both solid wood cues and 
cues with a decal design.The design will affect the cost, 
the more intricate those inlays or exotic those woods 
are the more money you will pay. 

5. The Splice 

The splice is the way that the butt wood is fitted, or 
spliced, onto the shaft section. There are two distinct 
ways. By machine is the first and results in slightly 
cheaper cues, a machine spliced cue will have very 
sharp points at the top of the butt wood, the second 
way is by hand, hand spliced snooker cues are more ex¬ 
pensive simply because of the workmanship and spe¬ 
cialist skills required to create the cue. Hand spliced 
snooker cues will have a more rounded point on the 
four sections of the splice. 

6. Protection 

Snooker cues are made from a natural product, wood, 
so can be damaged if not protected effectively. I think 
it is very important to consider buying a snooker cue 
case with any cue at the time of purchase if you do not 
already own one. One reason is because you can gen¬ 
erally get a better deal on a case when purchased at the 
same time as a snooker cue, there are also often avail¬ 
able many snooker cue and case setsthat also bring the 
price down further. Secondly, when buying over the In¬ 
ternet or Telephone your cue has to be delivered, now 
whilst every attempt is made to protect a cue in transit 
the job is easier if it is inside a cue case. 

7. Your Playing Level 

You need to consider this when buying a snooker cue 
as a recreational player or beginner will have different 
requirements to a tournament player or professional. 
How much use are you as a beginner going to get out 
of a £200 snooker cue? Whatever you buy they will be 
built to last if treated in the right manner so go with 
something that is comfortable on the pocket as well as 
comfortable on the table.

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BENEFIT CONCERT FOR NEW ACCORDION 


THE villagers of Burton Bradstock 
are holding a Benefit Concert on 
Saturday, December 7th, to help a 
young musician buy a new accor¬ 
dion. 

Serbian born Milos Milivojevic 
(28) trained at the Royal Academy 
of Music in London in Classical Ac¬ 
cordion and has lived in Britain 
now for over 10 years and is enor¬ 
mously popular with the Burton 
Bradstock Festival audience who 
flock to his concerts each August. 
At this year's Festival they became 
aware of the problems he is facing 
due to Home Office changes of 
rules. He applied under the Indefi¬ 
nite Leave to Remain category on 
25th October 2012 (after 10 years 
residency and completing the Life 
in UK Test) but he still has no visa, 
over a year after applying. This 
means he cannot go abroad. 

As a result he has already had to 
cancel concerts in Dublin, Kaza¬ 
khstan, Poland,and Iceland. He 


has also had to postpone a debut 
solo CD for Nimbus Records as his 
accordion needs specialist repair 
in Bulgaria. 

This situation has also impacted 
on his personal life. His grandfa¬ 
ther died in February 2013 and his 
mother broke her shoulder shortly 
afterwards but Milos was unable 
to return to Serbia to comfort her 
or attend his Grandfather's funeral. 

The Festival Committee hope 
that the Benefit Concert will raise 
money towards helping Milos 
buy a new accordion (they cost 
about £12,000 to £14,000) to 
make up for the money he has lost 
after having to cancel so many 
concerts. The Committee have 
also written to Milos's own MP, 
Angie Bray and to local con- 
stiuency MP, Oliver Letwin, both of 
whom have been extremely help¬ 
ful.

Audi confirms all-new Q1 SUV to be produced from 2016 


• Audi CEO Rupert Stadler: "The Q1 is a key component of our growth strategy." 

• Chairman of the General Works Council, Peter Mosch, welcomes the decision 


THE Board of Management and the Works 
Council of AUDI AG have confirmed that a 
new SUV model called the Q1 will be pro¬ 
duced at its plant in Ingolstadt, Germany 
from 2016. 

"The Audi Q1 is part of our broad-based 
SUV strategy. It is designed on the basis of the 
modular transverse engine concept and will 
round off our Q series at the bottom end," 
stated Rupert Stadler, Chairman of the Board 
of Management of AUDI AG. 

As an attractive entry into the Q family, the 
new model will make a significant contribu¬ 
tion to the company's ongoing growth and 
will strengthen its international competitive¬ 
ness. Audi is continuing its model offensive 
with the Q1; by 2020, the brand will expand 
its product range from the current 49 models 
to more than 60, and will reach total unit 
sales of more than two million cars each year. 

The decision to produce the new model will 
help to secure utilisation of capacity at the 
main plant in Ingolstadt over the long term. 
At this site, Audi produces models in the A 
and B segments, namely the A3 and A3 Sport- 


back and the A4/A5 family. 

Peter Mosch, Chairman of the General 
Works Council, welcomes the decision: "This 
is a clear commitment to Ingolstadt as a pro¬ 
duction site. We will continue to make every 
effort to develop the plant even further as the 
leading technological site of the Audi Group." 

The Q family currently comprises the Audi 
Q3, RS Q3, Q5, SQ5 and Q7. The Q5 is the 
global market leader in its direct competitive 


environment. By the end of October this year, 
194,930 examples of this mid-size SUV had 
been delivered to customers - a 17 per cent 
increase over the same period last year. A pro¬ 
duction total of approximately 230,000 Q5s is 
planned for 2013, which is more than half of 
the total Q volume. 

The proportion of the company's total pro¬ 
duction volume accounted for by SUVs will be 
about 28 per cent this year, and is planned to 
rise to more than 35 per cent by 2020. Overall, 
Audi has produced and delivered more than 
1.5 million Q family models since the market 
launch of the first SUV in 2006.

GEM: Kill the conversation, 
once and for all 

GEM Motoring Assist is calling on drivers to put their 
phones away while in the car. To mark the 10th anniver¬ 
sary of the ban on using hand held mobile phones while 
driving, and in full support of Brake Road Safety's'put it 
in the boot' campaign, GEM says it's time to put the 
phone down, once and for all. 

Recent statistics from the Department for Transport 
show that with reaction times of mobile phone users up 
to 50% slower, drivers are four times more likely to crash 
if they use a mobile phone at the wheel. Furthermore, according to research from ROSPA, 
drivers who use a mobile phone, either hands-free or hand-held: 

• Fail to see road signs 

• Feel more stressed or frustrated 

• Are much less aware of what's happening on the road 

• Fail to maintain proper lane position and steady speed 

• React more slowly, take longer to brake and longer to stop 

• More likely to enter unsafe gaps in traffic 

With this in mind, GEM has produced a video to educate drivers on the possible risks, 
fines and penalties associated with using a mobile phone while driving: 
motoringassist.com/kill-the-conversation. Of course, mobile phones are an indispensable 
part of most people's lives and are vital for drivers in a breakdown situation where they 
may need to call on a breakdown service, like GEM Motoring Assist, but GEM's advice to 
motorists is simply: switch it off, store it out of reach and focus on the journey. 

This year, in recognition of the dangers mobile phone use can cause whilst driving, the 
penalty for being caught using one has increased to a £100 fine, paired with three penalty 
points. If the case does go to court, the fine could increase to a maximum of £2500 for 
drivers. In addition, if mobile phone use was found to be an aggravating factor in a road 
crash, drivers could face the more serious charge of careless or even dangerous driving. 

David Williams MBE, CEO of GEM Motoring Assist, comments: "With so many accidents 
caused by careless drivers using their phone at the wheel, it's time for this legislation to 
be taken seriously. The volunteers in our'Kill the conversation' road safety video were all 
surprised to discover just how dangerous it can be to call or text while driving, which is 
why we are advising all motorists to turn their phone off when at the wheel to avoid any 
distraction. Surely no call is as important as the safety of yourself and others while on the 
road."

Magpies Board finally come out in support of Simkin 


FINALLY the Dorchester Town board have come out in support 
of manager Phil Simkin and his team. 

In a statement on the club's website before Saturday's home 
game against Eastbourne Borough, chairman Neil Butter- 
worth paid credit to Simkin, although why it has taken so long 
is a mystery. 

The county town boss and his assistant Stuart Heath have 
been working with one hand tied behind their backs since the 
Community Trust took control of the club at the end of last 
season. Slashing the playing budget by sixty per cent has 
meant most of the experienced players leaving the club to be 
replaced by young, inexperienced ones, most of whom have 
never played anywhere near Skrill South level before. 

The result of this has seen the club, who had their most suc¬ 
cessful season in its history last season, make the most 
abysmal start to this campaign resulting in them plunging to 
the bottom of the league and having been dumped out of 
both the FA Cup and FA trophy at the first round. 

Despite the tremendous pressure on them, Simkin and 
Heath have managed to assemble a team which includes two 
loanees from AFC Bournemouth that hopefully may be able 
to compete at this level if the last two results, a win and a draw 
against two of the top sides in the league, are anything to go 
by. 

What is disappointing is that the board have not publically 
given the management, players or supporters their backing 
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until now. 

On the field Dorchester once again showed their battling 
qualities in what Simkin described as:"Without doubt our best 
home performance of the season. It wasn't pretty but I 
thought we really deserved a point." 

He was absolutely delighted with every one of his players 
efforts resulting in a second successive clean sheet, and con¬ 
firmed that this was due to them finally understanding that 
they have to adapt to the a new style following the loss of so 
many experienced players. 

"We've not been defending well this season, especially at 
home, but they have finally come to terms with the fact we 
haven't got the likes of Ashley Nicholls in midfield and we 
can't play the sort of football we played last season. 

"We haven't got the players to do it, so if we can't do that we 
have to find another way. We've had to go a bit more direct 
and not leave any space behind our back four. 

"That's the way we'll play and if it gets us results then great, 
and at the end of the day you don't get points for passes." 

He added:"The crowd saw a really determined and commit¬ 
ted performance from everybody and you can't ask for any 
more than that." 


Loathed to pick anyone out, Simkin did say: "Mark Jermyn 
and Steve Walker just carried on from last week. I thought 
there was no way Jem would play watching him walk off last 
week at Sutton and that he would be out for at least two 
weeks, and Steve gets better with every game and has finally 
understood that he has to play to his strengths; he never lost 
a header all afternoon." 

Tactically Simkin got it right. "We knew they play on the 
break, so I decided we wouldn't give them the chance to do 
that by sitting a little bit deeper and not committing so many 
players forward, especially early in the game. 

"If we could get it to half-time at 0-0 then we had a chance 
of winning the game. They are a very good side and cost an 
absolute fortune but it worked. 

"Sam Lanahan has been a real find for us; you don't notice 
the work he does. He tracked their best player and stopped 
him playing." 

The Magpies boss added: "If we can get something out of 
every game we play then we've got a chance of staying up. 

"I hope later this season, when we're moving up the league 
a bit more, we'll look back and see Sutton as the thing that 
kick-started it. 

"Sometimes it is days like those that change a season and I 
just hope it has changed ours. There are going to be days 
when we can't keep a clean sheet but I'd like to think this is 
the start of a recovery."
